hereupon the Pziſoner rcceiued the at- band of him, 
— leading the ſad Wely into his Chamber, ſhcwed

And this done, 
that the (ad beganne to conferre with

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Paſſoner ſpake fo the end he might be the leCe ſuſ⸗ 
pected of the (ad Perchant , and pet with intruttom 
in caſe hee bzought them with him to man tun a 
their purpoſe, the abone (aid la Vigne being foz that 
intent come alſo to the Court: but at that time the (aſd 
lohn de Wely came not. 

That onthe mozrow,being Pundap, the Pzſſoner 
and lohn de Vigne, did yet moze firmety to 
execute their intention, if they might get lohn de Wely 
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tut at the o wheres the Þaiber- 
——— Lohn. de Wely, he n bats 


Chamider, and that in the Lobby were onoly two lit⸗ 
tle playing at Cardcs, hs called the laid lohn 
ey to tome in, and opeiiing the Lobe - doe and 
— cauſed dan to pale under the 
n e tee felling ba et deteg 
ſane of the Pages : then the Pztſoncr led him firſt

its te vs tho Hage, and 
th nts txtohts A 'Cymnibet; whos h6 png 
dis u · band las hin 2 nay; chad the kad 
ner went to leich certains old Pal. ol — 
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Then, that tha de ner charged the Piftoll with 
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oz elſe in caſe the Piſtoll ſhould fadle tc goe off, to p09 
uent being yiſconered. Then the ſald pziſoner rotur⸗ 
ned into the chamber where the Jcw?lier ſat taping, 
— — with which he open d a pzeſle of armsz 
and toke ont a git Poinpard, the which her gaue ts 
La Vigne, who put it into bis pocket, and that the Pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner ſaying bnto him, you will ſe when the time 
Hall be fitting, returned againe to the Chamber to the 
Jeweller, whither anon after came thc Souldier, as 

i he came to ſocke the P2iſoner, who ſatr by the fire 
fide. That in this meme While his Extellencie had 
tee Coach, and was gone to Ryſwick, and lohn de 
Wely being bufſily bicwing his Extellencics olde hat- 
bands, the ſaid Pz(ſoner gane a fignc to the Souldi- 


ran out of the Chamber, thut it, and going towards 
the Armozts to dc if any were thereabout, #3 had 


poinyard ; 
the body moued all very mach, her tho land Pziſoner 
tee two ike ribbands,x haning typed them together, 
and put them about the Jewellers necke, did ſo trans 
wh that then he twke out of his pocket all his 
ewells, which were found fo be theſe pieces follow- 
— The aboue ſaid pze: tous hatband , fire rich 
Diamond rings, a great chaine of Pearies of ſcanen 
doubles 1 Pozevuer , the may —__ 
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fiftene pearles on little ſti ings. Poze, 120, Pearles 
vnſtrung, foure Duale peccs enriched with Dia- 
monds, and a Carcanct of Diamonds, all which Jew- 
els the Pziſoner ſhut vp in a trunck in the ſaid Cham⸗ 
ber, burning the Jewellers hat-band, failing-band, 
gloues, Table-boke and purſe , keping the money 
which was therein. That the ſaid Pztſoner , and 
La Vigne the Souldier after this dzew the bady into 
a cozner, laytng it with the head vpon a leather Pale, 
that the blond ſhould not runne about, and dzew the 
Tablebefoze the body, that it might not be ſcene. Þa- 
uing done this, they went about the Court to ſteke a 
boate, in which they might tranſpoꝛt the body into the 
fields fo burp it. but not finding any, they reſolued 
to thʒuſt him into the Ache-dunghill, which is in the 

e Court ofthe houſe, and then went both of them 
with another man to dzinke thce oz foure pots of 
wine in the Towne, hauing alwaies in minde the 
boure how thereby they might excuſe themſelues il 
any ſuſpicion ſhould be had of them. Then the time 
being come that his Excellence ſate downeto ſupper, 
the pziſoner went downe into the houſe to fetch a ſho- 
uell and ſpade, which he carricdinto his Chamber to 
burſe the body withall afterwards , and that with 
the ſame La Vigne made a hole in the Ach-dunghill, 
and that as ſone as his Excellence was gone to bed, 
and that the pziſoner had ſent away the Halbirders 
and ſhut the dozes, her, together with La. Vigne the 
Souldier, went downe very ſoftly to ſc if the hole 
in the alhcs were bigge enough to burie the body in, 
and opening the doze, and going thzough the galler p 
towards the Pozters lodge, came to the hole. which 
they mended a little: then putting off their ſhocs that 
they might be the lcſſe heard, they went vp againe, 
and that then the PÞziſoner haning taken a 2 
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with the ſame and the aboue ſald ſilke ribbins bound 
bp the Jewellers noſe and mouth, and pulledhis hat 
ouer his cares that her might ble3e the lefſe : then 
putting the Jewellers cloake about him, toke bp the 
body vpon his ſhoalders, and carried him ſoftly downe 
the Raves, La Vigne holding vp his legs to "elchew 
the noyſe of knocking them againft the eps, and ſo 
th:ough the ſaid doze and great Gallery afozeſa(d, and 
from thence thzough the alley which is in che midde® - 
ſtraight tough the baſe court to the ſaid hole: where 
baning taken off the Napkin, and the ſilke ribbins 
from the body, they roaled it into the ſatd hole, caſting 
biocloake vpon the ſame , and (mathing it auer with 
earth as well as they could, and oner that againe 
athes, that none might perceiue there had bens any 
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lke ribbins, and Gouells, to the 
end nothing d beleft behinde, which might ſhew 
the leaſt appearance of the fac, that they got ſafelp 
bp againe into the Chamber vnſiene of any, the night 
being verp darke, and the winde vehement. That 
they had left a Candell burning in the Chamber, and 
hung cloakes befoze the glaſſe windowes , that the 
light might not be (ene, that they had reniewed the 
ſtaires and wiped bp the blond which was fallen 
thcreupon, and that affer they had burnt the Napkin 
and ribbins, they went in the end to their lodgings, 
making cleane their (honets in the pond, and theny 
ſelues at the pompe in the Stable yard. That they 
had caſt info the pond a watch, a kepe, and a filuer in⸗ 
ffrument of the ſaid Jewellers. That the ſaid ÞP2iſo- 
ner on the mozrow after did burne the aboue named 
leather Pale, and carried awap the fozeſaſd Jewells 
from the Court to his owne houſe; that he had locked 
—— 4 — 
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was found : after ward that he hid them in an tacthen 
pot oi flowers in his Garden, lince that, had buried 
them in his ſellcr. 


Dzeoner the ſaid Pꝛiſoner hath confeſſed, that ha⸗ 
ing one day bnderſtod that his Crcellencies 
Notarp had at home a great ſumme of money in ſpe⸗ 
clall perces, bet ſtudied how he might inde the meancs. 


with La Vigne how they might get the kepes out of 
his packet, and goe home to his houſe to fetch _—_ 
ney. And that lohn de la Vigne lying vpon the ſame 
bed with the Notarp,dzewthe keyes out of his pocket, 


daze: and that anon at the Court he met with the ſaid 


Goullepin, whom he faith knew nothing of the enter» 
page: And becauſe one of the bags in which the mo⸗ 


ney was, had been fpedat one end, and in the middeff, 
it did vntye at the end, and ſome of the moncy fell on 
the ground, which when the 
vp, the ſaid Goullepin perceſu | 
being come backe to the Inne, de put the money in a 
cozaer of the entry, and gining the neyes againe to la 
— he put them in the N etartes pocket againe: al 
ter dating awaked him, they conducted him to his own 
chamber, and from thence went to — 
owne 
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ane houſe , where he the ſad PÞPzi(ſoner ſhcwed 
ſome money, ſaping it was the Notarics : ano 
gaue ſoine part thcroof to Gouſlepin fo hold 
peace : but that vnto La Vigne himſelfe hes diſco-: 
vered to haue mae, of which her ſhould be partaker 
as ha did ind erde inake him after Gouſſepin was 
gone, but a certaine quantitie of Roſe- Nobles he 
— not bnfo him, but kept them ſoz him 

e. 

Che which fac of his being very bad, and the afoze- 
ſaid murder very hozrible and mot execcable : and 
fo much the rather bceauſe it was committed in his 
©xcellencies Court, whom her had ſerued many 
yeares, and therefoze ſhould haue carrped the moze 


reſpect unto the ſaid Court: Therefaze accozding- 


fo all right, and foz example ſake vnto othcrs, bee 
ought with all rigour to be puniſhed . Wherefoze- 
the Court hauing with ripe deliberation and conſal- 
tation fiftcy and conſidered all which appertayncth 
fo the matter, Jn the name and on the behalfe of the 
chiefe Pagiltrate and Countp of Holland, Zeland, 
and Frize, hath condemned the ſaid Pꝛiſoner, and him 
doth condemne by theſc pzeſents, publikely and in 
the audience of all, vpon his knees, with hands vp⸗ 
held, fo beſech God, the Court of Juſtice, his Er- 
tallcucie, and the Parents of the ſaid lohn de Wely 
to par don him, and aftcrwards fo be led to the ac⸗ 
cuſtomed place of Execution, and there fo be layd 
and fyed vpon a crofſle of wo, and all his mem- 
bers thereon to be bzoken, beginning below and en- 
ding aboue, vntill death follow thereupon : and then 
his body fo be laid bpon a whale in the place accu- 
ſomcd there fo remaine: and declareth all bis go 
to ber confiſcated to the pzofit of the cpiefe Pa- 


giltrate, |

PZ] >=. \ nalt a Lackey oz fote- man vnto 
dhe molt Jiluſtrions and valiant 
= #8 PÞ:ince, Maurice d'Orange, &c, 
"fv KA nd then a Souldicr of his Excel⸗ 
e lencies Guard, at this preſent 
pꝛiſoner in the Court of Holland, 
hath confeſſed, being from the Tozture and Racke : 
That vpon Sundap the thirteenth of March laſt paſt, 
whilf his Excellencie was at the Church, her being 
came to the Court, and in his Excel: withdzawing- 
Chamber, Iohn de Paris ſhcwed him and ſome _ 
tha 
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that were by, a very ſumptuous rich Hat-band beſet 
with Diamonds, which the laid lohn de Paris had 
then in his keeping : and that after he had put it vp 
againe, that her the ſatd Pziſoaner being fallen inte 
diſcourſe with the ſaid lohn de Paris, amongſt other 
talke ſaid vnto him at length, that who ſo could diſ⸗ 
patch that man out of the wap, meaning the Jeweller, 
ſhould get a great botp bythe match: vnto whom the 
Paztſoner made anſwere thereupon , that it was to 
dangerous amatter to doe that in the Court: and that 
lohn de Paris made reply, there would be that night 
a feaſt at Court to which ha would come, and that then 
it might be done. That he the ſaid Pziſoner hereupon 
was perſwaded thereunto, and reſolued together to 
dos the dede the ſame euening. That foz that purpoſe 
he came that evening to the Court, and there re- 
maincd. 

But becauſe lohn de Wely was not come to the 
Banquet, and thereby their purpoſe vneffected, the 
Pꝛiſoner comming againe on the mozrow to Court, 
Iohn de Paris ſaid vnto him, Þ& will come to day to 
the Court, and J will ſo deale as J will dzaw him to 
my Chamber and there we muſk diſpatch him. That 
the (aid Pziſoner after dinner, hauing bene at trap⸗ 
ning, came to the Court, and lapuig downe his armes 
in the Court of Guard, [ohn de Paris made ſigne bn» 
to him te come vp: whither he went, and ſkaped in the 
Pꝛinces Armozis a while,vntill the ſatd Iohn de Paris 
cams bnto him ſaying, The bird is in the net, bzing- 
ing with him a Piſoll, which he charged and made 
ready, and gaue it him, adding thereunfo alſo a gilt 
Dagger which be had taken out of one of his Excel- 
lencies Pzefes,ſaping ; If her ſtruggie to much aſter 
wer haue ſhot him with the Piſtoll, wo muſt giue him 
two oz th;& tabs with this Poinpard, Moꝛeouer, he 
added 
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added theſe woꝛds; J will finde meancs to buſſe the 
Jeweller about ſome of his Excellencies Hat-bands, 
and then pou map come neare and ſhote him with the 
Piſtoll: and this ſaid, he went towards the Chamber 
where lohn de Wely taped : and that in this meant 
time his Excellencies Coach was ready to goe abzoad, 
Chat he the ſaid pziſoner a little after alſo tame to lohn 
de Paris his Chamber, where the Jcweller ſate in a 
chaire, and the Pziſoner ſate himſclfe downe by the 
fire : and that then lohn de Paris ſaſd vnto Wely the 
Jeweller, his Exccllencie will ſpeake with pou by and 
by. But as ſone as his Excellenties Coach was gone, 
John de Paris comming bnto the Jcweller, ſhewed 
him certaine at- bands, which whileſt he loked on, 
be made ſigne to the Pziſoner, who appzoaching ſet 
bimſelfe behinde the Jeweller, and on the ſodaine ſhot 
him into the head, the Bullet entring aboue the one of 
dis ear es, came fozth vnder the other, and ſo hit againſt 
the wals: with which blow the Jeweller bled at the 
noſe and the mouth, ſaying nothing but Alas, and ſa 
remained aſfonped in the chapze : his Hat was much 
tome on that ide the bullet entred. That then lohn 
de Paris ranne out of the Chamber, ſhutting the dwze, 
to the end that if the blow wers heard, he might ſap 
be ſhot off his Piſtoll in the Armozie. That the Jes 
weller a while after comming a little to himſelfe, roſs 
out of his Chapꝛe, as if he would goe towards the 
window: and that then hee the ſaid Pziſoner caught 
hold of him, flung him downe, and gaue him two ſtabs 
with his Poinpard becauſe he ſtill ſtruggled with like. 
Chat after this lohn de Paris tame in, and ſing Wely 
to make ſome noyſe, hee toke a bzoad ſilke Ribband, 
and putting it aboat his necke, ſtrangled him there- 
with. And that alter wards he put a leather lin which 


lap there, vnder his head, - the bloud might ſtay 
thereon, 
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fhereon,and not runne on the ground. That after this, 
the ſais lohn de Paris twke oat of the ſaid Jeweltcrs 
pocket, all the Jewels which were about him, which 
were found to be thcle picecs : viz. Che abouc-mentias 
ned rich Bat-band of Diamonds, tre fapze Diamond 
Rings, a Chapne of Peatles with ſeauen bouts. Item, 
a great quantitie of other Pearles on (hoztcr ſtrings, 
Item, cextaine Pearles vnſtrung, foure piects in fozme 
of an Ouall, beſet with Diamonds: moze,a Carkanet 
enriched with Diamonds. Which Jewels lohn de 
Paris ſhut vp into a Trunche which was there in the 
Chamber: and that he caſt the Jewellers Band, his 
Þand-kerchiefe, Table-bokes and other things into 
thc fire and burnt them. That after this they both to⸗ 
gether dzcw the body inks a cozner of the Chamber, 
leaning it vpon the ſaid leather, lohn de Paris dzaws 

ing the Table befoze it, that it might not be ſeene. 
After this that they went out of the Chamber, ſhuts 
ting the deze with the Key: and when the houre of re⸗ 
lieuing the Watch dzew neare, he the ſaid Pziſoner 
carryed his armes to his lodging, and being come back 
to lohn de Paris, they both went round about the 
Court, to ſi if they could finde ſome Boate fo carry 
away the bod into the fields there to burp it: but not 
finding an, they concluded fo burp it inthe place where 
all the Aſhes in the houſe were laid. That after this 
they went together with another friend to dzinke at 
the Tauerne. That they refurncd towards cuening 
tothe Court, and whlilt his Cxcellcncle was at ſup- 
per, lohn de Paris went home to his houſe to fetch a 
Shouell and Spade, which he carrped into his Cham- 
ber. That afterwards they went both downe toge⸗ 
ther, to make a bole in the Ach dunghill ; hauing firſt 
taken away the aſhes, and begunne to make the hole, 
Iohn de Paris went away leauing the Pziſoner = 
mage 
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make an end thereof. Thath& haning ſomewhat well 
made the hole, lefk the Shoucts below, and went vp 
vnto lohn de Paris, who aſking him if the hole were 
well made, anſwered that not pet ſo well as he could 
wich it: whercupon lohn de Paris ſaſd, tap here 8 
while, and we will goe downe together to make an 
end of it, as it ſhould be. Afterwards, when his Extel⸗ 
lencie was gone to bed, lohn de Paris went out of the 
Chamber, and cauſed all the dees to be ſhut, and the 
Þalberdcers to withdzaw themſelucs. This being 
done, they went downe ſoftty, opening the deze in the 
Gallery towards the Pozters Lodge: and hauing 
well put it to againe, they went one after another to 
the hols, the which they haning better fitted, and lca- 
ning there their Shonels went vp againe, having firſt 
put off their ſho. s that their treading might not be 
beard. That then Iohn de Paris with the filke Rib- 
bands afozeſaid, tyed a napkin befoze the Acwellers 
mouth : noftrils that the blond ſheuld not come fozth, 
and putting his cloake about his necke, leaſt hee ſhould 
marre his cloathes, hee tone vp the body of the (aſd 
Jeweller on his back, and carried it downe the ſtaires, 
be the ſaid Pziſoner holding bp his fete : and that thus 
they carryed him both together by the ſatd dane, and 
though the great Gallerte, and thzongh the Alley 
Which is in the middeſt; and from thence thzough the 
outmoſt Court ſtraight to the hole, into the which 
they caſt him, his cloake ſpzead oucr the ſams, 4 then 
the earth as well as they could,and laſt of all the aſhes 
that there might no igne of digging appcare. 

This done, they carryed away their Shouels and 
cleanſed the ſtayzes of ſome d2ops of blond which fell 
thereon, and waſhed lohn de Paris his Chamber with- 
out being ſcene of any body, becauſe it was a darke and 
windy night. That W they 1 — 
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thufting the Gallery doze after them, awd | 


carrying 
with them their cloakes, hats ches, and ſhouels : that 
ns they went lohn de Paris caſt inte the fiſh-pond a 
watch, and ſome other things of the Jewellers : and 
—— Chat on the moꝛ⸗ 


burned the leather which they had laid the 
—_ that after all this lohn de Paris cars 
his 


awap out ofthe Court the Icwels,and laia them 
houſe. That be the ſald Pzifoner ſald vnto 
ſeeing we are gone thus farre, loke that the Je- 

: whcreupon john de Paris hid 


de had theſe Jclvels about him : fo; lohn de Paris hay 
eniopned him to bzing them with him. 


Rene all this, the Pꝛiſoner bath confeTed, that 
lame tenne 02 fſtiene dayes befoze May-Euo lohn 


much money, 
it would be a god botie if one could get them. That 
afterwarts on May-Eue the Notary being with the 
ſame Pziſoner, lohn de Paris, and Goullepin, in an 
Inne, and hauing dzunke to much, the ſald lohn de 

Paris ſpake to the Pziſoner to picks the keyes out of 
the Notarſcs pocket, and to goeſ@ what het had in his 
Chamber, That the ſaid Pzſſoner having laid hin 
ſcife downe with the Notary on a bed, take the kepes 
out of his pocket, and gaue them to lohn de Paris,who 
carrfed them with him out of dwzcs,and went towards 
the Notaries chamber, where he toke away his mo- 
nics, amounting to a great fainme ; and being come 
backe, gane htm theſeycs againe,which he put vp into 


the Notaries pocket as they were befoze. Afterwards 
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micted him fo his Chamber, andleft him there. That 
being arriued at Iohn de Paris his lodging, ba ſhewed 
bim ſome of the monies, which was in lo great b 
tie as it amazed him. That he gaue him fifty foure Al- 
bertus pieces, and ſome filacr , and that he gaue to 
Goullepin alſo ſome money to ſtop his mouth 
he knew nothing of the enterpzize. That after Goulle- 
pin was gone, he the ſaid Pziloner returned to lohn 
de Paris, who then gaue him ninetene double Georges, 
but no Roſe· Nobles. That he the ſaid Pziſoner had 
carrped this monep to his lodging, and kept it there all 
night. But becauſe he feared leaft the houſe might be 
ſearched, he carryed it backt againe to lohn de Paris 
to het pe it ſoz him, 

Which diedes are all of very bad conſequence, and 
the afozeſaid murder moſt hozrible and abhominable, 
and the rather fozthat it was committed in his E 
cellencies Court, vnto whom, having bene Lackey, 
and a Soaldier of his guard, he ſhould haue carryed the 
moze reſpet : and therefoze accozying to all law any 
right, ought to be ſeudrety- puniſhed foz example vnto 
others. Wherefoze the Court hauing with ripe deli⸗ 
beration in counſell, ſought out and conſi2ered all 
that appertayneth to this buſi1efe. In the name and 
on the bchalfe of the chiele Pagiſirate, and County 
of Holland, Zeland, and Frize, hath condemned the 
ſaid Pꝛiſoner, and him doth condemne by theſe pze- 
ſents, publikely in tho audience of the Rolle,vpon his 
knes , his hands held vp, be uu beſcech God, the 
Court of Juſtice, his Excellentie, and the kindzed of 
the ſaid lohn de Wely to pardon him, and aſtcr this 
to be led to the place of Execution, and there to be 

layd and bound bpon a crofle, and all bia members 
thereon to be bzoken, beginning below and finiſhing 
bpwards, vntill death _ enſue ; and "_= his 
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body to be caſt on a whale there to remaine in the 
accuſtomed : and declareth all his gods to be 


— to the pzofit of the chicke Pagiſtrate.
